differs vastly from what it was years 
ago. Then the Guard came to camp 
on a ten days' pic-nic the chief f< 
ture of the occasion being a big re- 
view, and the rest of the time was 
given over to fun. and they acted in 
and out of town as though they were 
having the time of their lives, but al 
this is changed as the last camp prov 
ed and as the present one will dem 
onstrate. It is not a week of fun or 
pic-nic now. but a week of work am 
harder work than the majority make 
their living at the rest of the year.

Manifest Injustice. 


The Baltimore Bun of last week gave 


a list of eight members of Troop A. of 
Maryland who were in the Regular 
Army Camp at Gettysburg in the 
early part of July and who are now ill 
with typnoid fever and the intimation 
was made that the disease was con 
tracted here. As the water supply at 
camp was the same for all organization 
the best gueas to be made was tbat 
the disease was contracted in one or 
two way, either the men drank con- 
taminated water when 
off on the 


march or else milk or food was in tbe 
same condition. 


The statement does our community 


an injustice. Gen. W. VV. Wotherspoon 
declareditbat the camp was the health- 
iest ever held, the sickness being on'y 
one twenty sixth one thousands of one 
percent, and there was no case of tv- 
phoid fever in camp and there nave 
been no reported cases in toe maneu- 
ver area. This community and neigh- 
borhood has been remarkably free 
from diseases of every kind this sea- 
son and to lay tbe blame upon our 
community weeks after the men had 
returned home does us a manifest in- 
justice. If typhoid germe existed at 
any point reached by these troopers, 
men in other organizations 
would 


have met a like fate but no typhoid de- 
veloped in the camp and there have 
been no reports of the development of 
the disease in any other organizations 
tbat were In the camp bare.

It can be said 
conservatively that in camp and in 
town including every one that there 
was gathered together from 25,000 to 
Sl,000 souls.

Pennsylvania Monumecl. 


The work on the Pennpylvania 
Mon- 


ument at Hancock and Pieasautou 
Avenues is being ruabed. The heroic 
bronze statue of the Goddess of Vic- 
tory twenty one feet high has been 
put together and placed on the dome 
of the arch. Prom the ground to the 
tip of this statue the height is 101 feet. 
The enclosed arch ia 60 feet across and 
the base upon which tbe arch stands 
is 100 feet square. One hundred bronze 
tablets go on the facade of tbe founda- 
tion. These tablets are six feet high 
and three feet wide and contain th« 
names of all the Pennsylvania soldie^ 
who participated in the battle. It was 
recently decided that tbe names ot til 
members of the 20th Emergency Pa. 
Regiment will go on a tablet and that 
the survivors are entitled to free trans- 
portation when monument ia dedicat- 
ed. 


The exercises for the dedication ate 


being arranged on an elaborate scute. 
It is said tbat at tbe present time over 
three thousand applications for twfin- 
portatiou have been received " 
Commission. It is believed that 0 
ly every survivor will be accompanied 
by a member ot his family. In addi-

It is said that the trans- 
portation arrangements will permit 
several days stay here and the crowds 
are expected to begin to arrive as early 
as Saturday, Sept. 24 and will be here 
until after the dedication on Sept. 27.

The 


contained 84 acres and brought 


Eight Persons were Hurt, One xt is 


Feared Fatally, Others Seriously 


and Rest by Flying Glass. 


During the latter part of the after- 


noon on Monday took place the most 
ierious accident in the history of the 
trolley railroad of this place. A colli- 
sion between the trolley cars and the 
only explanation for the disaster that 
can be given is that some motorman 
must have disregarded the signals in 
unning. 
The collision occurred on the curve 


east of Plum Run and southeast of 
Devil's Den. Nearly every car of the 
company was in operation at the time. 
One of the big cars, Slocum, was on 
the switch at Devil's Den waiting to 
go into the next section toward town. 
A second big car passed Slocum and 
it is said the signals were set for this 
car to go forward and started forward 
at a rapid gate. The Slocum was 
crowded with colored people from Bal- 
timore. Besides these excursionists 
there were four soldiers and several 
other people. 


The car Slocum met on the curve 


the small closed car called Sedgwick, 
going toward Round Top. Both motor- 
men tried to stop their cars by revers- 
ing but the momentum carried them 
together. The truck of the Slocum 
being higher than that of the Sedg- 
wick, the 
former crashed in and 


mounted the platform part of the lat- 
ter occupied by the motorman and the 
smaller car was completely wrecked, 
the entire body being driven apart 
and all the glass of the car broken and 
the running part is believed to be so 
damaged as to be ready for the scrap 
pile. 
•i Warfield Collins was the motorman 
on the Sedgwick and that he was not 
crushed to death in the wreck seems 
little short of miraculous. In some 
way he was thrown forward striking 
both legs against some part of the 
wreck and landed on a rock on the 
bank alongside of the road. He re- 
ceived a severe scalp wound and com- 
plained of pain across both legs, but 
the examination did not reveal any 
tpnes broken and the painful wounds 
61* bruiBcp on the legs are due to the 
awful force with which he struck 
some obstruction. 


Edward WWkert'was the conductor 


on the same car, Sedgwick, and he re- 
ceived an ugly-cut-on ftacfc of "leg by 
flying glass and other smaller cuts 
from same source but was not seri- 
ously injured. 


Ott Shields was motorman on the 


big car Slocum and escaped with a 
number of cuts from the flying glass 
but was not seriously injured. Nicho- 
las Berkheimer, a passenger on the 
car and occupying seat back of the 
motorman is the most seriously injur- 
ed person in the wreck. He "was at 
the end of the seat and the collision 
threw him forward and it is believed 
that he first struck the iron post at 
end of car and then fell forward to 
the ground landing on a rock on his 
head, and it is feared that he receiv- 
ed injuries that may prove fatal. 


Mr. Berkheimer has been living 


with Alex Hoffman on the Taneytowu 
road for some time. A year or two 
ago he lost his wife and was left with 
a number of small children. The chil- 
dren were taken by friends. Mr. 
Berkheimer has been working for 
some time on the new Pennsylvania 
monument on Hancock avenue. 


In the Sedgwick car were four pas- 


sengers and as stated Slocum was 
crowded with colored 
excursionists. 


A number of these became greatly 
frightened and might have received 
injuries by leaping off the car and in 
other ways, but the four National 
Guards ou the car immediately sized 
up the situation and helped to calm 
them and prevent further accidents 
through fright. 


Walter Plank, an employee of the 


road, was at the Devil's Den switch 
when the accident took place and with 
otheis hastened to the scene of the ac- 
cident and the seriously hurt persons 
were placed on A ear and it \\ as run 
up to Rosensteel's and there convey- 
ances were procured to bring them to 
town. Warfield Collins was brought 
in by Henvy Lewis and first taken to 
Dr. J. R. Dickson and had his wounds 
diessed and then to the home of Lewis 
Weigaiult ou Baltimore street where 
he was staging. Nicholas Berkheimer 
was taken to the office of Dr. Henry 
Stewart. One or more were taken to 
field hospitals where their wounds 
were dressed. Word was immediately 
sent for Dr. .7. P. Dalbey and 
Dr. 


Henry Stewart aud they hastened to 
Devil's Den and rendered a!I the as- 
sistance possible and later gave atten- 
tion to those brought to town. 


The curves at Plum Run i? the one 


place on the road where special sig- 
nals have been erected and these sig- 
nal? will tell to the motorman wheth- 
er that po; tion of road is clear or not 
and with these signals correctly ope- 
rated it should not have been possible 
for the wreck to have occurred at this 
point, but the apparently impossible 
is just what happens sometimes. 


Last word, before going to press, 


about the wounded is that Warfield 
Collins, Ott Shields, and others slight- 
ly cut are recovering aud getting 
along as well as can be expected. 


Nicholas JBerkheiuier is iu a serious

Associated With the Church 


and its History.

In the extreme northeast corner of 


Straban township. Adams county. Pa., 
cue inle west of New Chester, on the 
load leading to Gettysburg, is an old 
l;ur\mg ground with a 
l.-ick church adjoining. 


substantial 


This particular spot is the formost 


historical center in all the immediate 
toaimumty, in that here, in the early 
days of American history, the religi- 
ous life of the community first found 
expression. 


It is to be very much regretted that 


tlie quite early 
history clustering 


around this spot is shrouded in much 
obscurity. There are no quite early 
lecords extant. In fact it is doubtful 
if any were made. The early pioneer 
lathers and mothers were too busy 
clearing away the virgin forest, sub- 
duing the unwilling soil and erecting 
plain 
but 
comfortable nomes — too 


much occupied with the strenuous life 
of the pioneer to put on record the 
facts we now of this present day 
would so much appreciate. 
It is also doubtful if they under- 


stood the importance of the work in 
•which they were engaged nor that 
Juture generations 
would 
care to 


know. 


But whilst the living have forgot 


and the silent dust of past generations 
give forth no audible sound, the som- 
bre head-stones standing like so many 
faithful sentinels, do speak a language 
that is all their own. 


A large portion of the graves are1 


church within the limits of New Ches- 
ter. Soon after this the Lutheran 
congregation bought out the Interests 
of the Reformed congregation leaving 
the former In sole possession.

house was erected in New Chester 
which at present is in a fair state of 
preservation.

At this 
meeting it was resolved (the quotation 
marks indicate that we are here giv- 
ing the exact words of the church re- 
cord ) 
* 'i hat this congregation will in 


the fear of God and in reliance on 
Him, build a new Lutheran church, 
such as will be suitable for the congre- 
gation." The following committees to 
take subscriptions and collect funds. 


Geo. Meckley, Frederick Holtz, Geo. 


Ehrehart. Ezra M. Myers, Henry Hoff- 
man, Jacob Melhorn and Rev. P. Raby. 


Jacob Melhorn was appointed to 


have the congregation incorporated. 
Frederick Holtz and Jacob Sanders 
were elected trustees. 


At a congregational meeting Sept. 


14, I860, it was decided that the new 
church should be erected on a lot near 
the old church and that the name 
should be St. Paul's Ev. Lutheran 
Church of Straban Township, Adams 
Co., Pa. 


The following building committe 


was then elected: Geo. Meckley, Jacob 
Sanders, Henry Hoffman, Geo. Ehre- 
hart and Ezra M. Myers. 


The corner-stone was laid April 27, 


1801.

The dedicatory service toak place 


Nov. 17, 1861. There was a large as- 
sembly on the occasion. The officiat- 
ing ministers were Rev. John TJlrich,

marked with granite stones, rough 
hewn—the native stone of the locality. 
They are without Inscriptions and 
mark, no doubt, the earliest graves. 


In-marked contrast to these are the 
elate headstones neatly wrought, Im- 
ported from some remote locality, all 
bearing inscriptions, many of which 
are past disciphering. A few of these 
in fairly good state of preservation, 
bear the following data: 


Margaret Kar died Mar. 20, 1753. 
Archbald Douglas died Jan. 3, 1762. 
Margaret Mclntlre died Feb. 2, 1783. 
Hugh Caldwell died Sept. 6, 1785. 
Christian Kershman died Nov. 12, 
1801. 


Thus it is that these old graves have 


a language of their own. Here for 
more than a century the fathers and 
mothers of pioneer days have been 
sleeping their long and silent sleep. 
Many of them born and reared across 
the sea, their sacred dust here await 
the resurrection morn to dawn upon I mark.

The cost of the building was $4000,

stones is sufficient to arouse to deep 
meditation the dullest mind.

The suggestion met with hearty ap-

A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION

tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, 'and 
the same is hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof:— 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts,.shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 


tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section 6 In the county of Philadel- 


phia all tfce juriadktiea aa* power* 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pioas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shaH he in 
Philadelphia vested In five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate jurisdiction, composed of 
three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
fi' e. bat the number of said courts may 
be Dy law me; eased, from time to time, 
ard shill be in llhe manner designated 
b\ successive numbers. The number 
of judges in any of said courts, or in 
any countv where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
th.-et. such three fudges shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
said, which shall be numbered as 
aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and 'ap- 
portion the business among them In 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and ,each court, to 
which anv suit shall be thus assigned, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested In 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
the first day of January succeeding 
its adoption.

First. He shall have been a citizen

the United States at least one 
month.

State one year (or if. having previous- 
ly been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he shall have 
removed therefrom and returned, then 
six months), immediately preceding 
th«? election. 


Third. He shall have resided in the

trict, or other municipality «r incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district Incur 
any new debt, or increase Its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis 
trlct, or other municipality or Incor 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall flky 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per Cen- 
tura upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned bv said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
•r debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: provided, 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

along the line of the Western Mary- 
land railway extension. 86 miles, be- 
tween Cumberland and Connellsville. 
From the rate of advance the contrac- 
tors will finish between Confluence 
and Connellsville by next April. This 
is the expectation of Division Engi- 
neer C. I. Palmer, the company's rep- 
resentative on tue ground. Not much 
trouble 
is 
being anticipated 
with 


slides along the line. The W. M. offi- 
cials are constructing the road in 
such a manner that the possibility of 
landslides in the mountains will be 
reduced to a minimum. 
Work is in progress on the big 


"bridge which will span the Youghio- 
gheny river at Ohiopyle. The bridge 
Kvill be 650 feet long and at the high- 
est point will be 98 feet above the 
water. There will be five piers of 
masonry and steel. 
The big bridge over the Casselman 


at Harnedsville will be completed the 
latter part of this month.

The line from Pittsburg to Balti-

Smut in Wheat. 


Judging from the numerous speci- 


mens of smut in wheat and oats sent 
to the office of the Economic Zoologist 
this pest is quite prevalent through- 
out the State. Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, in reply to a request 
for information on this subject, writes 
a coirespondent as follows: 


"I am much interested in your state- 


ment concerning the prevalence of 
wheat smut In the fields in your coun- 
ty this yeai. I regret that nothing 
can be done at this time to remedy the 
evil for this season. The wheat smut 
or black head is due to a definite kind 
of organic germ which develops with- 
in the wheat plant. This little germ 
is a parasitic plant, and it is just as 
definite in its existence as is the wheat 
stalk or corn stalk. If the wheat is 
well drlpd when threshed, it may help 
to blow much of the dust away. 


"Also, it may be that the polishing 


process through which the wheat la 
taken in the mills will remove much 
of it. It is my opinion that it will. 


"Smut of wheat can be treated suc- 


cessfully by soaking it in formalin or 
formaldehyde so that the smut germs 
will be destroyed, and you can use it 
in sowing or planting this fall. Put 
a pint of formalin or formaldehyde in 
thirty gallons of water, in a barrel, 
and put your wheat into sacks, and 
stand them in this liquid, working 
them up and down occassionally, let- 
ting them stand thirty or forty min- 
utes. Then lift them out and drain 
them, and at once pour on a clean 
barn floor to dry. The drying can be 
hastened by shoveling the grain over 
occasionally while it is in the barn. 
It can then be sowed in the ordinary 
manner. If it. does not dry quickly 
enough, a little freshly slacked lime 
can be dusted over it to help take up 
the nioisture. 


"I do not think it safe to resow 


wheat in ground where there was a 
bad case of smut this summer. Some 
of the germs are pretty sure to be in 
the soil, and next year's crops will 
doubtless be 
infected 
from 
these. 


These perms are liable to live through 
the winte>- by these means: (a) in the 
soil in the field: (bt on the grain in 
the bin; (c) on the straw in barns 
or stacks, or even possibly on manure 
piles. 
Therefore, straw from wheat 


badly infected with smut should not 
be used as a fertilizer on fields that 
are to be planted with this wheat 
again this tall or with oats in the 
spring."

Gettysburg tucked away down in 


picturesque 
Adams county at once 


conjures up names with which the 
whole world is familiar and deeds 
which will be acclaimed as long as 
there are heroes and history. There 
is the great mortuary of the nation's 
saviors, the spot which marked the 
beginning of the end of the \var of the 
rebellion. 


\bout this little town of fewer than 


4000 population cling memories that 
will endure with time. Everywnere 
in and near Gettysburg are reminders 
of the fact that there General Robert 
E. Lee's army, flushed with many vic- 
tories, met with a reverse that turn- 
ed the tide of this country's most bit-

A humble-minded pilgrimage by an

China and Japan to study why their 
soils could support three persons to 
the acre, says "Collier's Weekly." Wes- 
tern 
scientific 
agriculturists 
have 


much to iearn from those farmers who 
have made the soil respond for twen- 
ty, and perhaps even forty, centuries 
of service. 


The average farm is supporting 


three persons to the acre, and in near- 
ly all parts of the densely populated 
sections two, three, and sometimes 
even four crops are taken from the 
same field each year. 


But this is not the only cause of 


their longer growing seasons. The al- 
most universal practice of planting 
nearly an crops in rows and in hills 
in the row permits one crop to be 
planted, germinated, and often head 
tefore another crop has been removed 
from the field, thus utilizing for 
growth all of the time we consume in 
removing the harvest and in fitting 
the ground for the next crop. Then 
here is the other very extensive prac 
tice ot starting crops in nurseries un- 
der conditions of intense fertilization, 
securing on a much larger area rapid 
;rowth and strong plants, which are 
hen transferred to the fields. In this 
manner even the vast areas covered 
by the staple rice crop are handled, 
the plants being grown thirty or more 
days in small beds, gaining thereby 
thirty to fifty days, during which an- 
other crop on the same field is matur- 
ed, harvested, and the ground fitted 
"or the one to follow. Human labor is 
he one asset of which they have an 
excess, and it is freely used in secur- 
ing the effect or longer seasons, which 
because of their geographical position,

Va., recently told the following story 
of an old-fashioned rifle and the find- 
ing of a copy of an old newspaper 
that recalled a fomiei- native oi Get- 
tysburg.

South Williamsport, Pa., has in his 
possession a rifle which at present is 
creaMn? a sensation because or' its 
st> le. but which was so common in the 
days of gratiddaddies that one or more 
might have been found in the house 
of every family, 
ioned "flint and 
which the large game of the frontier 
of all descriptions fell and became the 
pre\ ot the .sporting man, white and 
Indian. The "Hint and steel" was the 
only make of small arms of that day, 
and pistols, shotguns and muskets re- 
ceived their fire and exploded the pow- 
der from a flint instead of a percu- 
sion cap of today. The flint was fas- 
tened in a hammer and being thrown 
by a trigger when pulled, it struck 
the steel, which flew back leaving open 
the "i-.-m" containing "priming.' Tha 
spaiks from the collision of "flint and 
steel" ignited the priming powder in 
the pan, by which means fire was con- 
ducted ro the charge in .he barrel of 
the sun through the • touch hole" and 
the explosion followed. 


It i^ said muskets ot this style were 


used in the first battle of Manassas b> 
some Louisiana volunteers, who found 
them stored away in the arsenal of 
New Organs, who being without anns 
secured these muskets. 


That this old gun should have been 


preserved so long is strange, but 
stranger than that was an old newspa- 
per safely packed away in the '-pock- 
et" of the gun, where it was kept well 
preserved, a fact connected with the 
gun unknown by its various owners. 
When the old paper was tak^n out the 
other dav, to the surprise of those 
then ^resent and more surprising per- 
haps to our citizens, it was found to 
be a copy of "The Virginia Herald," 
which had an existence in Fredericks 
burg from 1786 to 1875. It bears the 
date, Julv 12th, 1799, and contains 
many advertisements, some of which 
are written in amusing styles 
The 


paper was published by Timothy (not 
Thomas) Green, who was an ardent 
supportei of the "foreign policy" Of 
President John Adams, which was so 
unpopular in Fredericksburg. 


This old gun was a present to Mr. 


Saunders from John Kelly, as a testi- 
monial of his esteem and appreciation 
of kindness during twenty years' em- 
ployment. It is rather a coincidence 
that the gun should have been the 
property of John Kelly of Williams- 
port, Pa., and "The Virginia Herald" 
shoula have been owned and issued by 
J. Harrison Kelly, a native of Gettvs- 
burg, Pa
